Ramsey: Criminals are going where the money is in D.C. 


WASHINGTON I Awave of violent crime sweep- 
ing across downtown Washington, the Mall 
and other areas once considered safe is due 
in part to a growing trend among criminals 
to go where the money is, D.C. Police Chief 
Charles H. Ramsey said Wednesday. 

Whereas criminals once stuck within a 
mile of their homes when they set out for a 
night of robbery and burglary, Ramsey said 
arrest patterns now show a “trend where more 
and more people are being arrested in neigh- 


borhoods they do not live in.” 

Ramsey said Washington’s rapid economic 
growth means “more people are coming into 
the city and different areas are being popu- 
lated. And criminals are aware of that.” 

Ramsey made his comments during Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams’ weekly news confer- 
ence at the John A. Wilson Building — a day 
after six people were robbed on the Mall in 
two separate incidents late Tuesday night. 
In one of the incidents, a woman also was 


sexually assaulted, U.S. 
Park Police said. 

Earlier Tuesday, 
Ramsey reacted to a recent 
surge in homicides by 
declaring a “crime emer- 
gency,” a move that gives 
him the freedom to quickly 
adjust officers’ schedules 
and restrict their days off 

Fourteen people have been killed since 
July 1 in the District, in all quadrants of the

Discovery Astronauts Test Repairs 


In its final spacewalk, 
shuttle crew practices 
patches to heat shield 

HOUSTON I Two spacewalkers 
sheepishly lost a spatula in orbit 
Wednesday. But NASA engineers 
didn’t mind much, because the 
two accomplished their main task 
of testing a method to apply emer- 
gency patches to a shuttle heat 
shield — and then some. 

Discovery spacewalkers Piers 
Sellers and Michael Possum 
improved on the method of apply- 
ing a special mixture to repair the 
reinforced carbon leading edges of 
a space shuttle, using mock-ups in 
a suitcase. 

A crack allowed fiery gases to 
penetrate space shuttle Columbia’s

reinforced carbon wing during re- 
entry to Earth’s atmosphere in 
2003, destroying that shuttle and 
killing its seven astronauts. 

The same peanut butter-like 
repair goo was used a year ago 
in a first test of the system, with 
mixed results. That test produced 
many bubbles that could allow killer 
heat to penetrate on re-entry. This 
time, initial results showed that 
some bubbles formed, but they 
didn’t join to become big, danger- 
ous ones, said lead spacewalk offi- 
cer Tomas Gonzalez-Torres. 

The entire crew of Discovery 
will get a day off Thursday before 
starting to wind up the mission, 
undocking from the international 
space station on Saturday and plan- 
ning to return to Earth on Monday.

FDA Clears Once-Daily HIV/AIDS Pill 


‘Cocktail’ medication 
combines 3 drugs for 
easier treatment plan 

WASHINGTON! People infected with 
the virus that causes AIDS will soon 
be able to take a once-a-day pill that 
combines three drugs in a “cocktail” 
therapy that can be swallowed in a 
single dose. 

The pill, called Atripla, 
includes three Food and Drug 
Administration-approved medi- 
cines that already form one of 


the most widely prescribed treat- 
ments for HIV and AIDS. The FDA 
approved the combination version 
Wednesday. 

The medicine will still be expen- 
sive: more than $1,100 for a month’s 
supply. 

Atripla can replace the two or 
more pills HIV-positive patients 
now must take each day to keep the 
human immunodeficiency virus in 
check, making it simpler to stick to 
a treatment regimen. The new pill 
is expected to be available within 
seven business days. 


If the single pill does help 
patients stick to their pill-taking 
regimen, that in turn could slow 
the emergence — and ultimately, 
transmission — of drug-resistant 
strains of the virus. Those strains 
can evolve when patients take 
less than 95 percent of their pills, 
said John Martin, head of Gilead 
Sciences Inc., the manufacturer of 
two of the drugs in Atripla. 

“The fewer pills, the better 
they are able to achieve that 95 
percent threshold,” Martin said.

Entire Boston transit 
system under serutiny 
after tunnel collapse 

BOSTON I The head of the agency 
overseeing Boston’s Big Dig highway 
project ordered a review of the entire 
metro highway system Wednesday 
after investigators looking into the 
fatal collapse of concrete ceiling slabs 
found 60 more questionable areas 
inside the same tunnel. 

Initial inspections revealed doz- 
ens of signs of bolts loosening and 
other potential failures in the east- 
bound connector tunnel, Turnpike 
Authority officials and the Big Dig 
project manager said. 

“We’re evaluating each of these 
individual sites,” Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority Chairman 
Matthew Amorello said. “The tun- 
nel system is safe.” 

There had been plans to reopen 
the connector tunnel Wednesday, but 
Amorello said it would remain closed 
indefinitely to ensure safety. 


Twelve tons of concrete ceiling 
panels in the tunnel crashed down 
late Monday night, crushing a car 
and killing a 38 -year-old woman 
inside. Her husband barely escaped 
by crawling through a window. 


The woman’s death could also 
lead to charges of negligent homi- 
cide, said Massachusetts Attorney 
General Tom Reilly, who is treating 
the accident site as a crime scene.

Mass. Delays Debate 
On Gay Marriage Ban 


Proposed amendment 
would end praetiee in 
only state allowing it 

B 0 S T 0 N I Massachusetts lawmakers 
ended debate on proposed consti- 
tutional amendments Wednesday 
before dealing with the most vola- 
tile issue on their agenda: a proposal 
to outlaw gay marriage in the only 
state where it is legal. 

The move to recess until Nov. 9 
put off the decision on the politi- 
cally charged issue until after the 
general election. 

Senate President Robert 
Travaglini had said he intended 
to bring all 20 proposed amend- 
ments to a vote, but had warned 
lawmakers might not be able to get 
to every proposed amendment on 
Wednesday. 

The goal of the gay marriage 
amendment, which supporters 


hope to put on the 2008 ballot, 
would be to block future gay mar- 
riages in Massachusetts. More than 
8,000 same-sex couples have taken 
vows since gay marriages began in 
May 2004. 

To get on the ballot, the question 
must twice win the backing of 25 
percent — or 50 — of the state’s 200 
lawmakers: once during the current 
session and again during the ses- 
sion starting in January. Opponents 
of gay marriage have said they are 
confident they have the votes they 
need in the Democrat- controlled 
Legislature. 

Crowds of gay marriage support- 
ers and foes packed the balcony of 
the House chamber. Hundreds on 
both sides of the debate also ral- 
lied outside the Statehouse, hold- 
ing signs, waving banners, sing- 
ing and urging passing motorists 
to honk in support of their cause.

Army to End Deal 
With Halliburton 
For Iraq Services 

WASHINGTON I The Army will 
rebid the multibillion- dollar con- 
tract under which a Halliburton 
Co. subsidiary has been providing 
services to troops around the world 
after years of complaints over how 
the deal has worked in Iraq. 

Critics of the contract said the 
move was overdue and that hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars had 
probably been wasted. 

Halliburton subsidiary KBR, 
also known as Kellogg Brown & 
Root, provides food, water, shelter, 
laundry service and other logisti- 
cal support for troops under a 2001 
contract that has been extended sev- 
eral times. 

Halliburton is a Texas-based oil 
services conglomerate once led by 
Vice President Dick Cheney. Bush 
administration officials have come 
under fire since the beginning of the 
war in Iraq for awarding more than 
$10 billion to the company, (ap)

Iran’s bluff. Diplomats said recent 
meetings with Iran’s nuclear nego-

Lavrov said that if 
Tehran does not agree to return to 
negotiations “the Security Council 
will consider steps appropriate to 
the situation,” the ITAR-Tass news

“act of war” by Lebanon and threat- i 
ened “very, very, very painful” retali- 
ation. The Cabinet, meeting in the 
wake of the military’s highest daily 
death toll in four years, decided to 
continue the army operation and 
call on the international commu- 
nity to disarm Hezbollah, accord- 
ing to participants. 

Residents of northern Israeli 
towns were ordered to seek cover 
in underground bomb shelters as 
Hezbollah, an anti- Israel guerrilla 
group that essentially runs southern 
Lebanon, launched rockets across 
the border throughout the day. 


Two Lebanese civilians and a 
Hezbollah fighter also were killed 
in the border violence. Still, jubi- 
lant Hezbollah supporters and 
Palestinians in Lebanon fired guns 
in the air and set off firecrackers at 
the news of the soldiers’ capture.

Nasrallah said he would free the 
Israeli soldiers only in a prisoner 
swap, adding that he was open to a 
deal that would include the release 
of the soldier held in Gaza. 


“The capture of the two soldiers 
could provide a solution to the Gaza 
crisis,” he told reporters in Beirut. 

At least 23 Palestinians were 
killed in Gaza on Wednesday. And 
an Israeli airstrike early Thursday 
destroyed the building housing 
the Hamas- controlled Palestinian 
Foreign Ministry. 

Analysts in Lebanon said 


Hezbollah also might have launched 
the raid to improve its standing in 
the Arab world and at home, where 
the militants have come under pres- 
sure to disarm. 

In an attempt to assassinate top 
Hamas fugitives Wednesday, Israel 
dropped a quarter-ton bomb on a 
home in Gaza City, killing a couple

Sectarian Violence Spikes 


Dozens of Shiites die 
in latest Iraq attaeks; 
PM pleads for unity 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Gunmen seized 
two dozen Shiites from a bus sta- 
tion after separating them from the 
crowd in a predominantly Sunni 
area Wednesday, killing them and 
dumping their bodies in a nearby 
village — the latest in a series of 
brazen attacks. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
appealed for unity and warned the 
nation’s future was at stake. “We 
all have the last chance to recon- 
cile and agree among each other 
on avoiding conflict and blood. If 
we fail, God forbid, I don’t know 
what the fate of Iraq will be,” he 
told parliament. 

The gunmen arrived in sev- 
eral cars at the bus station in 
Muqdadiyah about 6 a.m., forc- 
ing the captives into four vehicles 
they commandeered at the scene, 
officials said.

The bloodied bodies of the vic- 
tims, who were handcuffed, blind- 
folded and shot in the head, were 
found behind a pile of small rocks 
near the main street of Azham vil- 
lage, police said. 

Maj. Gen. Ahmed al-Awad, 


commander of the Iraqi army’s 
5th division, told state -run televi- 
sion the attackers separated Shiites 
from Sunnis, then took the Shiites 
to the nearby village of Ballour, an 
account supported by witnesses. 

The massacre was part of a surge 
in sectarian violence that has killed 
more than 160 people since Sunday, 
when Shiite gunmen rampaged 
through a Baghdad neighborhood 
killing Sunnis. 

Wednesday’s attack coincid- 
ed with an unannounced visit to 
Iraq by Defense Secretary Donald 
H. Rumsfeld, who said the new 
Iraqi government is not yet ready 
to decide on security issues that will 
determine the pace of U.S. troop 
reductions this year. 

The top U.S. commander in Iraq, 
Gen. George Casey, told reporters 
that “terrorists and death squads” 
are mainly responsible for the 
heightened sectarian violence in 
the capital, and he pledged to pro- 
vide whatever U.S. forces are needed 
to avert civil war. kimgamel(ap)

In India, a Frantic 
Search for Victims 


Death toll from train 
bombings hits 200 as 
many seek missing kin 

BOMBAY, INDIA I The soggy, crum- 
pled photograph shows ayoung man 
grinning at the camera. 

An inconsolable Vasanti Chavan 
is afraid it is the last happy photo- 
graph she will ever have of her 24- 
year-old son, Chetan. 

It’s a gray Wednesday afternoon, 
the day after eight explosions hit 
Bombay’s commuter rail network 
during the evening rush hour, kill- 
ing 200 and wounding 714, and the 
Chavan family is among the dozens 
still scouring the city’s hospitals and 
morgues for missing relatives. 

“It doesn’t seem like he is all 
right. He would have called, he 
would have somehow got a mes- 
sage across,” said Chetan’s older 
brother, Gautam. 


Authorities say they do not know 
how many missing people there are. 
But Indian television stations are 
broadcasting pictures of dozens of 
missing in the hopes of helping rela- 
tives locate them. 

Seventeen bodies remain 
unclaimed in city hospitals, said 
K. Vatsa, a senior state welfare 
official. “We don’t have a category 
of missing people. We just know 
how many of the dead have not 
been identified,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Chetan Chavan’s 
brother, Gautam, is fearing the worst. 
“What if he’s not recognizable? When 
will we know?” he says. 

Then a relative appears, holding 
firmly onto Gautam’s mother. 

The relative has received a phone 
call that Chetan’s body has been 
found in a hospital morgue.

Vatican Reports

cial report in eight years, saying it

The Vatican depends heavily 
on contributions from worldwide 
dioceses, which held steady around 
$92.9 million. Contributions to 
Peter’s Pence, as individual dona- 
tions to the pope are known, 
reached $59 million, up 15 per- 
cent from 2004. (ap)

Landmark Security Upped 


Two robberies on Mall 
occur on night of crime 
emergency declaration 

WASHINGTON I Police beefed up 
patrols around national landmarks 
Wednesday, a day after District of 
Columbia’s police chief declared a 
crime emergency. 

At least 14 people have been 
killed in Washington this month, 
and, in the last 30 days, robberies 


have risen 14 percent and armed 
assaults have jumped 18 percent. 
Last year, homicides in the city fell 
to a 20 -year low of 195. 

Police chief Charles Ramsey’s 
emergency declaration allows com- 
manders more flexibility to adjust 
officers’ schedules and reassign 
them to high- crime areas. 

“That’s a short term solution,” 
Ramsey said Wednesday. “Long- 
term is a lot more complicated than 
that and it’s going to take a whole 


lot more than the police.” 

This is the third summer in four 
years that Ramsey has declared a 
crime emergency and the fourth 
time overall since he became chief 
in 1998. In 2004, Ramsey worked 
to halt a spate of car thefts by juve- 
niles, and in 2003 another wave of 
killings had the city on edge. 

Just hours after the declaration, 
two groups of tourists were robbed at 
gunpoint on the National Mall, both 
by men dressed all in black, (ap)

A 7-year-old boy drowned 
Wednesday during a swim lesson 
at a community pool. Police said 
the child was pulled from the pool 
shortly after 11 a.m. at the Jewish 
Community Center on Montrose 
Road. Police said the boy was one 
of five youngsters taking part in a 
regularly scheduled swim lesson as 


part of the school’s day camp. There 
were at last 15 other children in the 
pool at the time and two life guards 
were on duty. The lifeguards saw 
the boy at the bottom of the pool in 
four feet of water, pulled him out 
and started CPR. He was taken to 
Suburban hospital, where he died.

Virginia Congressman Frank Wolf 
is calling for a crime summit among 


all the area’s law enforcement agen- 
cies to respond to D.C.’s crime emer- 
gency. Police chief Charles Ramsey 
declared the emergency in response 
to at least 14 homicides since July 
1, and a jump in robberies and 
assaults with deadly weapons dur- 
ing the past 30 days. In a letter to 
President Bush, Wolf — who chairs 
the House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee — called for all area police 
agencies to work together to stop 
the crime wave, citing the Northern 
Virginia Gang Task force as an 
example of where such coopera- 
tion was successful, (ap)

EU Issues $357M 
Fine to Microsoft 


Software giant plans 
to appeal penalty for 
anti-trust violations 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The EU fined 
Microsoft Corp. $357 million on 
Wednesday and threatened more 
penalties, saying the company 
failed to obey a 2004 antitrust 
order to share technical informa- 
tion that would allow rivals’ soft- 
ware to communicate better with 
Windows. 

Microsoft said it would appeal 
the fine, claiming the hefty amount 
was unfair. Its shares fell 36 cents, 
or 1.6 percent, to $22.74 in early 
trading on the Nasdaq. 

The European Union also said 
it would double fine rates to 3 mil- 
lion euros a day — or $3.82 million, 
at current exchange rates — start- 
ing July 31 unless the company 
supplies “complete and accurate” 
technical information to help rivals 
make software that works smoothly 
with its ubiquitous Windows oper- 
ating system. 

“Microsoft has still not put an 
end to its illegal conduct,” said EU 
Competition Commissioner Neelie 
Kroes. “I have no alternative but to 
levy penalty payments for this con- 
tinued compliance. No company is

above the law.” 

Microsoft General Counsel Brad 
Smith said the company would ask 
the EU’s second highest court, the 
Court of First Instance, if its com- 
pliance efforts have been sufficient, 
claiming the EU had never been 
clear about what it wanted. 

Kroes also said Wednesday she 
warned Microsoft it had to take care 
to avoid antitrust problems with its 
new operating system Vista, which 
will include an Internet search and 
a PDF-type document reader that 
could pose problems for current 
rivals, aoife white (ap) 


Report: Disney Plans 
To Slash Film Output 


LOSANGELESI Walt Disney Co. will 
substantially reduce its work force 
and slash its annual output of films 
from 18 to eight — cutbacks greater 
than Hollywood had anticipated, it 
was reported Wednesday. 

Additionally, Daily Variety said 
all the movies will be Disney-brand- 
ed, suggesting diminished roles 
for its Touchstone label. The trade 
Hollywood paper said a Disney 
announcement was expected 
within 10 days. 

Burbank-based Disney, bask- 
ing in the glow of a record $135.6 


million debut weekend box office 
for “Pirates of the Caribbean: Dead 
Man’s Chest,” wouldn’t discuss the 
report. 

Disney’s move reflects a trend 
in Hollywood to cut costs amid 
increasing overhead, production 
budgets and marketing bills. 

Disney has said for some time it 
was going to cut its total number of 
films and concentrate on Disney- 
branded offerings. The studio has 
already greatly reduced the number 
of films released under its Miramax

Zidane Apologizes, Blames Italian 


French captain says 
insult to mother, sister 
spurred his head butt 

WORLD CUP I French soccer star 
Zinedine Zidane offered apologies 
but no regrets Wednesday for bru- 
tally head-butting an Italian oppo- 
nent in the World Cup final, saying 
he was spurred by cruel insults to 
his mother and sister. 

Exactly what was said between 
France’s captain and Marco 
Materazzi remains a mystery, how- 
ever. Zidane never was specific about 
what enraged him. So, for now, the 
exchange stays between them. 


“I would rather have taken a 
punch in the jaw than have heard 
that,” he told the Canal-Plus tele- 
vision network, stressing that 
Materazzi’s language was “very 
harsh,” and that he uttered the 
insults several times. 

In his first public comments 
since Sunday’s match, Zidane 
repeatedly apologized to fans — 
especially to children. But he said 
he didn’t regret the abrupt, violent 
outburst. 

Wednesday, he stressed he felt 
no regret “because that would 
mean (Materazzi) was right to say 
all that.” 

“There was a serious provoca-

tion,” Zidane said. “My act is not for- 
givable. But they must also punish 
the true guilty party, and the guilty 
party is the one who provokes.” 

Materazzi has acknowledged 
he insulted Zidane, without giv- 
ing specifics. He denied insulting 
Zidane’s mother. 

“I didn’t say anything to him 
about racism, religion or politics,” 
Materazzi told the Gazzetta dello 
Sport. “I didn’t talk about his moth- 
er, either. I lost my mother when I 
was 15, and even now I still get emo- 
tional talking about her.” 

Zidane “has always been my 
hero,” Materazzi said. “I admire 
him a lot.” angela doland (ap)

WORLD CUP I Juergen Klinsmann 
walked away from the German 
national team on Wednesday, car- 
rying a backpack with two soccer 
balls for his children and leaving 
his trusted assistant Joachim Loew 
in charge. 

“I feel burned out,” Klinsmann 
told a news conference while fight- 
ing back tears. “I have a great wish 
to be back with my family and my 
children and to get back into nor- 
mal life.”

Hernandez Is a Real Catch 



Veteran behind the 
plate helps young O’s 
staff learn the game 

0 R 1 0 L E S I Negotiating isn’t limited 
to salesmen and diplomats. Catchers 
have to do it, too. 

Ramon Hernandez — the 
Orioles’ prize offseason acquisition 
— is no stranger to handling the 
complexities of a pitching staff. The 
backstop handled the trio of Tim 
Hudson, Mark Mulder and Barry 
Zito in Oakland before moving on 
to catching Jake Peavy and Trevor 
Hoffman in San Diego. 

He keeps runners honest, his 
teams usually make the play- 
offs, and despite his significant 
resume, he doesn’t mind getting 
shaken off. 

“I think communication is the 
more important part,” Hernandez 
said. “You have to find out how they 
want to work with you, and you go 
from there. 

“I don’t want to be the guy that 
says You do this because I tell you to.’ 

1 don’t have the ball, so I don’t know 
how you’re feeling. If you’re sure you 
want to throw something. I’m behind 
you. I don’t want to [hold] you back, 
and if something good happens, we 
both did it. If something bad hap- 
pens, we both did it, too.” 

Of course, Hernandez doesn’t 
have the staff he had in either of 


his last two stops. The former All- 
Star is seen as a key cog in improving 
the woes of an Orioles’ pitching staff 
that was 23rd in the Majors in ERA 
in 2005 and is surrendering well over 
five runs a game this season. 

“I think Ramon is really pre- 
pared when he comes into ball- 
games,” Orioles closer Chris Ray 
said. “He calls a good game. He’s 
got a great arm, and he’s great 
defensively.” 

The MVP of the 2006 Caribbean 
World Series signed a four-year, 
$ 27.5 million contract with the 
Birds in the offseason. 

While plate management is 


his calling card, Baltimore got an 
unexpected return on its investment 
from Hernandez at the plate. The 
career .263 hitter has been a staple 
in the middle of the Orioles’ order 
— batting .273 through the All-Star 
break — and is second on the team 
in homers (15) and RBIs ( 6 I). 

But in the end, Hernandez’s 
legacy in orange and black will 
depend on his ability to foster an 
inexperienced pitching staff into 
a winner. 

“We all want to work hard and 
win games,” Hernandez said. “It 
takes time, but there are no excuses.”

Orioles allowed everything they 
accomplished before the All-Star 
break to be ruined by an agonizing 
second-half collapse.

The ABCs 



Original programming 
gets a boost with a 
wide range of series 

SHINING UP I What do TV shows 
about a mysterious teenager 
minus a bellybutton, a police offi- 
cer returning to his urban neigh- 
borhood and a small town dealing 
with the possible end of the world 
have in common? 

The three series are on or joining 
ABC Family’s schedule, part of an 
effort to boost original program- 
ming after traditional reliance on 
old series reruns and movies — and 
to put a new gloss on a channel with 
an erratic history. 

There’s a renewed emphasis 
on the “Family” in the channel’s 
title, but with a current twist, and 
a more aggressive hunt for view- 
ers in the 18 -to -28 age group, said 
ABC Family President Paul Lee, 
the executive guiding the building 
effort since 2004. 

“Family drama is alive and 
well and people are rediscovering 
it,” said Lee. 

ABC Family is counting on a 
slate of new series to accomplish 


that, including the heavily promoted 
“Kyle XY,” about the anatomically 
incorrect teenage boy who is given 
a home by a social worker and her 
family and soon displays extraor- 
dinary abilities. 

“Three Moons Over Milford,” 
debuting on Aug. 6, stars Elizabeth 
McGovern, Nora Dunn and Rob 
Boltin in the tale of how the town’s 
residents respond when faced with a 
cosmic crisis: An explosion has split 
the moon into three pieces, perhaps 
portending the world’s demise. 

Coming in 2007 is the channel’s 
boldest bet, “Lincoln Heights,” about 
a black lawman who returns to his 
crime-filled neighborhood. 

Black family dramas are rare on 
TV, as Lee well knows. But he said 
the show fits with the channel’s 
goal of putting on “high-quality 
shows about today’s families, not 
yesterday’s.” 

While some critics argue the 
blunt depiction of tough contem- 
porary issues makes the channel less 
family-friendly, Lee disagrees. 

“We feel we’re doing our man- 
date here. ... We’re not in an ‘Ozzie & 
Harriet’ world. We are in a ‘Lincoln 
Heights’ world.” lynn elber (ap)

“I just have a real nostalgia for 
the products I tasted as a child,” 
says Bertolli, whose grandfather 
was an Italian butcher. 

There’s a science to sausages. 

You start with the freshest ingre- 
dients — Bertolli gets his hogs whole 
from farms in the Midwest. They 
are raised without confinement, 
antibiotics or artificial growth 
hormones. 

A sense of history helps. Bertolli 
got advice from an Italian butcher 
with 47 years in the business. “He 
could smell a Ph difference, this

How a top Calif, chef 
is finding the cure 
for boring cold cuts 

Hanging from racks like infant 
stalactites, Paul Bertolli’s gourmet 
Italian sausages gently ripen inside 
a nondescript building on Berkeley, 
Calif.’s industrial West Side. 

They say you should never see 
laws or sausages being made. 
That may be true of politics, but 
there’s nothing for the carnivore 
to fear here. 

The machines gleam with the sil- 
very burnish of stainless steel. The 
workers wear white coats and hats. 
The freshly ground pork churns in 
a whirl of pink and white. 

Bertolli, former assistant chef at 
the famed Chez Panisse restaurant 
in Berkeley and chef at Oakland’s 
Oliveto Restaurant, calls his new 
venture Fra’ Mani Handcrafted 
Salumi. “Salumi” is Italian for 
salted, cured cuts of meat or sau- 
sages made primarily from pork. 
“Fra’ Mani” roughly translates to, 
“from our hands to your hands.” 

His ambition: to use traditional 
methods for a handcrafted cure for 
the common sausage. 


guy,” Bertolli says. 

How a sausage tastes depends 
on the cuts of meat that go into it, 
what kind of casing is used and how 
it’s cured. 

Salame gentile, a tradition- 
al cured sausage, is made from 
selected cuts of the leg, shoulder 
and belly, seasoned with sea salt, 
cracked black pepper and white 
wine and stuffed into a “budello 
gentile,” a casing made from the 
pig’s large intestine. 

Putting in more or less muscle 
meat, choosing a different casing 


— all produce a different result. 

“This is why it gets fascinating, 
because I just experiment all the 
time,” Bertolli says. 

To cure a sausage, the meat is 
salted and then fermented by add- 
ing microorganisms that convert a 
small amount of corn sugar to lac- 
tic acid. 

The casings are inoculated with 
beneficial mold that grows into a 
breathable skin, and the sausage 
is hung to dry in temperature- 
controlled rooms. In the drying 
rooms, fans cycle on and off to 


create a respiratory pattern like a 
giant lung and wick moisture away 
at just the right rate. 

Like sausage makers of centuries 
past, Bertolli uses a tool made from 
the sharpened shinbone of a horse 
— porous and tough — to poke the 
air- drying sausages and sniff to see 
if the process is going well. 

Finally, like wine, the sausage is 
aged in a cool cellar to finish and 
refine the flavors. 

The finished products join an 
emerging market of handcrafted 
cured meats being made by small 


six produces about 7,000 to 8,000 
pounds of salumi a day, selling to 
restaurants and markets mostly 
in California and the Northwest. 
There are plans to expand to the 
East Coast and beyond in the fall. 

Sausage is about where cheese 
was 30 years ago, Bertolli says. Back 
then, a lot of it came yellow, sliced 
and wrapped in plastic, far different 
than the bevy of artisanal products 
available now. 

He envisions a sausage renais- 
sance: “There’s a huge craze for it 
right now.” michelle locke (ap)

At La Quercia Artisan Cured 
Meats in Des Moines, Iowa, Herb 
and Kathy Eckhouse specialize in 
cured prosciutto hams.

“I felt like Johnny Prosciutto Seed 
out here,” he jokes. 

Now, La Quercia is curing 5,000 
to 10,000 pounds of pork a week 
and sells its Prosciutto Americano 
and Pancetta Americana across the

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Organic food co-ops 
introduce steak — 
and hip coffee bars 

Move over, tofu. Beef has come to 
the food co-op. 

Just as mainstream super- 
markets have upped their organic 
offerings in recent years, many of 
the natural food cooperatives that 
sprouted decades ago on the fringes 
of their communities have grown 
into stores resembling modern 
grocery outlets — with meat and 
fish counters, in-store cafes and 
coffee bars. 

Co-op advocates say the chang- 
es reflect both the desires of their 
member-owners and a need to com- 
pete with everyone from Whole 
Foods to Wal-Mart for organic food 
sales. But they say co-ops still offer 
something the national food mar- 
keters don’t: ownership in a com- 
munity organization dedicated to 
locally grown foods.

“More and more consumers are 
realizing that organic doesn’t mean 
weird — it simply means food grown 
in more traditional ways,” said Tena 
Meadows O’Rear, who helped found 
The Common Market cooperative 
in Frederick, Md., with five other 
families in 1974- 

She said the increased avail- 
ability of organics at convention- 
al stores has helped the co-op by 
exposing more people to such prod- 
ucts. Those who then come to the 
Common Market’s bright new store 
seeking a broader range of organ- 
ics can learn how buying local helps 
sustain the dwindling number of 
farms in Frederick County. 


On July 29, the co-op will host 
a grand opening celebration at its 
new store, which features fresh 
meat and seafood, a deli, cafe, olive 
bar and 36-foot gourmet cheese 
island. The 18,000 -square-foot 


space is four times bigger than 
the co-op’s old quarters. It also 
presents a formidable challenge 
to My Organic Market, a private- 
ly owned chain opening a store in 
Frederick later this year. 


Not all food co-ops embrace 
the trend toward consumer- driv- 
en product offerings and away from 
the crunchy ideals of their largely 
vegetarian founders. The Ocean 
Beach People’s Organic Foods 
Market in San Diego doesn’t sell 
meat and probably never will 
unless members vote to change 
the bylaws, said financial manag- 
er Jamie Decker. 

There was controversy at the 
Common Market in the mid-1990s 
about whether to carry meat but 
founder O’Rear, a strict vegan, said 
she’s glad it was approved. “Two of 
my kids eat meat. I want them to 
have a place where they can pur- 
chase meat that has been grown 
in ways that respect the environ- 
ment,” O’Rear said. 

The Common Market contains 
plenty of reminders that it is a food 
co-op. There are bins of carob- cov- 
ered nuts and a dozen types of bulk 
granola. A copy of the Macro Biotic 
Network newsletter is pinned to the 
community bulletin board. 

Sally Fulmer, the store’s market- 
ing manager, said the co-op aims 
to become a community meeting 
place. Its leaders also have hopes 
of opening a second store some- 
day, she said. 

“We’re definitely looking for- 
ward to being a growing part of 
a growing community,” she said.

D.C. PUZZLEM AN Matt Gaffney sold his 
first crossword while he was still in 
high school. Now in his early thir- 
ties, he’s spent half his life in the 
business. His is a craft practiced by 
a coterie of lexical obsessives, and 
Gaffney knows all the major players. 
He has recently published “Gridlock: 
Crossword Puzzles and the Mad 
Geniuses Who Create Them” — 
his first book in which almost all 
the words are horizontal. 

You call yourself a cruciverbalist. 
Aren’t you afraid of villagers show- 
ing up with torches and pitchforks? 

It’s happened, and you just learn to 
live with the pain. 

The word does sound sinister. 

It’s a sinister profession. We sit 
around thinking of ways to fool 


people and waste their time and 
annoy them. It is pretty evil. 

Constructors take pride in that. 

Some more than 
others. ... Henry 
Hook is pretty 
much the ne plus 
ultra of people 
who have almost 
an adversarial 
relationship with 
the solver. 

You’ve targeted niche publications 
with theme puzzles. It’s appall- 
ing that The New York Times pays 
$135 per daily puzzle, less than 
Tabbies magazine. 

I don’t make puzzles for The New 
York Times anymore. I haven’t writ- 
ten one for them in six years, maybe. 
But it bothers me. And I would be 
very happy if this book shamed 
the management of The New York 
Times into paying more. 


It’s hilarious when you unload on a 
deadbeat skating-magazine editor: 
“Lois Elfman, if you’re out there, 
you still owe me $175, you bitch.” 

I hope she reads that. That was a 
time when I really could’ve used 
the 175 bucks. ... Where else am I 
gonna sell a figure-skating cross- 
word?

It’s clear that Pink wants to show 


how emotionally and psychology 
complex she is. She’s needy and 
brokenhearted on “Who Knew” 
and “The One That Got Away,” then 
screaming for personal space on the 
dazzling, passive-aggressive romp, 
“Leave Me Alone (I’m Lonely).” 
“Conversations With My 13 -Year- 
Old Self” is one of those reflec- 
tive, self- consoling tunes that 
we’ve come to expect from 
fearless, sensitive and tor- 
mented artists. 


The disc even has 


that now- obligatory 
political cut, “Mr. 
President,” fea- 
turing the Indigo 
Girls. Even though it 
makes no direct ref- 


erences to Hurricane

written protest songs), 
she gives Dubya the 
middle finger with the 
backhanded compliment, 
“You’ve come a long away, 
from whiskey and cocaine!” 
To witness how all of these 


different impulses unfold this 
Sunday at the 9:30 Club will be 
interesting to say the least. 

Not only will her band have 
to constantly shift from grinding 
guitar-rock to lighter-flickering 
power ballads to bubbly dance 
music, if Pink shows her artistic 
range, she’s likely to exhaust any 
critics who want to pigeonhole her.

MUSIC I The ’00s have seen plen- 
ty of unexpectedly great art-punk 
reunions. Gang of Four’s original 
lineup had the best live show of 
2005. In 2000, Wire righteously 
waved its “Pink Flag.” But both 
bands were looking back, perform- 
ing the late-’70s material that had 
won them cred. 

Mission of Burma was one act 
nobody expected to return. The 
music was so loud it damaged gui- 
tarist Roger Miller’s hearing. Nobody 
was ready to quit, but Miller sim- 
ply couldn’t go on. As bassist Clint 
Conley said recently, “We never really 
broke up, we just sort of stopped.” In 
1983, Burma went on hiatus. 

It eventually became possible 
to protect Miller while permitting 
the band the eccentric fury that 
had won it a devoted cult. Burma 
started performing again in 2002. 


It soon played its first D.C. date in 
nearly two decades. 

Rounded out by original 
drummer Peter Prescott and new 


soundman/tape manipulator Bob 
Weston, the quartet dubbed that 
round of shows the “Inexplicable” 
tour. What was even more unlikely 


is that in 2004 and again this year, 
they would drop platters that play 
as though Burma never went away. 
‘We were writing new songs from the 


beginning of our ‘relapse’ or whatever 
you want to call it,” Conley said. 

With “ONoffON” and now “The 
Obliterati,” Burma has record- 
ed twice as many studio LPs this 
time around as during its original 
run. Conley noted, “It’s dawned on 
us that we’re now officially together 
longer in the second iteration than 
in the first.” 

It will be a stronger Burma than 
ever that headlines the Black Cat 
Saturday. Not beholden to a back 
catalog that includes such epochal, 
influential songs as “That’s When I 
Reach for My Revolver” and “This 
Is Not a Photograph,” Conley & 
Co. will blast through new favor- 
ites such as “2wice,” “Let Yourself 
Go” and “Donna Sumeria.” 

Always political, though usu- 
ally obliquely so, Burma — which 
naturally refuses to recognize the 
government of Myanmar (“Bad peo- 
ple over there,” Conley said) — will 
likely unleash its first novelty cari- 
cature: “Nancy Reagan’s Head” 

Three administrations on, 
Conley is still haunted: “It’s bizarre! 
The circumference, the mass. It’s

A Great Nation Closes 


After this weekend, 
the Southeast club 
landmark is no more 

OUT & ABOUT iThis weekend 
marks the end of an era as Nation, 
Washington, D.C.’s largest dance 
club, closes its doors for good in 
the name of urban development. 

Plans for the new Nationals base- 
ball stadium call for the club and 
surrounding buildings to be turned 
into office buildings — a develop- 
ment co-owner Jim Boyle said 
wasn’t necessarily what he wanted 
to see happen to the venerable club. 
Boyle says the mood among staffers 
is a little sad right now, but added 
that he and his team are “proud to 
have been involved with one of the 
best clubs on the East Coast and in 
the country.” 

In its decade of existence. Nation 
has been revamped and renamed

— it was first the Capital Ballroom 
when it opened in 1995. And as 
Boyl noted. Nation has “provided 
[Washingtonians] some major art- 
ists as far as concerts, all the top 
DJs in the world, some long-running 


parties, and the customers have had 
a great time.” And in keeping with 
the club’s persona, Boyle and crew 
have decided to close Nation with 
a sonic boom. 

Thursday through Saturday, 
promoters for Alchemy/A.L.LA.S, 
Ciibik and VelvetNation respective- 
ly will all host closing parties. And 
“because concerts are so much of 
what they do at Nation,” said Boyle, 
the band Mindless Self Indulgence 
will be on hand Monday for one final 
night of uninhibited dancing. 

And for those club -goers who 
say they’ll never dance the same 
again without Nation, don’t throw 
out the old Converse just yet; Boyle 
said he’s actively seeking a site where 
a new Nation might soon rise.

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Drive-By Truckers 
explain the yin-yang 
of the American South 

MUSIC I On his band’s 2001 criti- 
cal breakthrough, “Southern Rock 
Opera,” Patterson Hood of the 
Drive-By Truckers spins a singsong 
yarn about the three great Alabama 
icons: football coach Bear Bryant, 
Gov. George Wallace and Lynyrd 
Skynyrd singer Ronnie Van Zandt. 
In it he explains how segregationist 
Wallace could receive 90 percent 
of his state’s black vote, why liber- 
al Canuck Neil Young would be a 
pallbearer at Van Zandt ’s funeral, 
and how Bear Bryant forced Hood 
to discover punk rock. “Such is the 
duality of the Southern Thing,” 
Hood drawls. 

And such is the duality of the 
Drive-By Truckers. “My dad’s a 
musician,” says Hood. “When punk 
happened I thought it was the great- 
est thing in the world and he thought 
it was awful.” Understandable, per- 


haps, since the elder Hood played 
bass for Aretha Franklin, Wilson 
Pickett and Willie Nelson as part 
of the legendary Muscle Shoals 


rhythm section. “Of course, now 
he’s played on the last two Frank 
Black records.” 

Duality remains a theme on 


the Athens, Georgia, quintet’s 
latest album, “A Blessing and a 
Curse.” The Truckers may borrow 
from Skynyrd’s blend of boogie and 


crunch. But you won’t see a lot of 
Confederate flags waving at the 
9:30 Club on Saturday. 

“I think all of us listen to more 
hip-hop than we do Southern Rock,” 
says Hood. (Check their titles “The 
Dirty South” and “Gangstabilly,” 
with lyrics lifted straight from Chuck 
D. and L.L. as well, hell.) “There’s 
been a long tradition of great music 
from the South,” Hood says, citing 
My Morning Jacket, OutKast, REM 
and and Gnarls Barkley. “It’s still 
happening. But after Skynyrd’s 
plane crash, the bands who tried 
to carry on that tradition became 
so right-wing and crappy, there’s a 
part of me that cringes whenever we 
get tagged as ‘Southern Rock.’” 

Truly, the Truckers’ genius lies 
in making Southern Rock okay 
for the rest of us. To wit: Van 
Zandt was actually from Florida. 
But he authored “Sweet Home 
Alabama,” according to Hood’s 
tune, in an attempt to imagine his 
father’s point of view. Neil Young — 
admonished by name in Van Zandt’s 
song — counted himself a fan. 

Such is the duality of the 
Southern Thing, bobmassey

MUSIC I Think of this concert as 
spring training for hip-hop. The 
Roots, Talib Kweli and the Pharcyde 


all have new CDs on the horizon, 
yet all the discs are at least two to 
three months away from hitting the 
stores. So before the regular sea- 
son starts, these veteran acts are 
getting in shape with a big pack- 
age tour. 

Actually, the Roots are always 


on the road: It’s a never-end- 
ing season for hip-hop’s premier 
band. The group’s new CD, “Game 
Theory,” hits August 29, and on 
the Def Jam Web site drummer 
Ahmir “?uestlove” Thompson 
described it as “very mature, very 
serious, very dark.” Rapper Black 


Thought (Tariq Trotter) does one 
song about the murder of his par- 
ents; another is a tribute to revered 
hip-hop producer J Dilla, who died 
in February. Other tunes address 
war, government monitoring and 
other societal topics. It’s sadness 
you can shake your booty to. 

Like the Roots, Talib Kweli has 
a new label. “Eardrum” is slated for 
September on his own Blacksmith 
Music, and it features guest appear- 
ances by the Underground Kingz, 
Norah Jones, Sizzla and Jean Grae, 
featuring productions by Kanye West, 
Just Blaze, Hi-Tek and Madlib. 

Less has leaked about the 
Pharcyde’s fall release, “Eclectic 
Compassion,” but the remaining 
original members, Bootie Brown 
and Imani, will look to recapture 
some of the buzz it generated with 
its first two classic albums in the 
early ’90s. Finding your swing again 
— that’s what spring training is all

How have your experiences in D.C. 
affected your music? 

How I set up my songs and stuff
